Teachers as Health Wardens. 
If there were no school chil- 


dren there would be little scar- 
let fever or diphtheria—certainly 
little diphtheria. 
This is the 


opinion of Dr. Evans, former 
health officer of Chicago. Wher- 
ever the school children are vac- 
cinated there is no smallpox. At 
least there is so little that health 
officers do not worry about it. 
The control of diphtheria is com- 
ing near enough within range to 
allow us to say, "When no dan- 
ger of infection of school children 
then little diphtheria." As the 
teacher stands on guard at the 
point where the enemy Is going 
to strike, she mnst not sleep at 
her post. 
She mnst learn to 


draw common sense conclusions 
from sore throats, snuffles, rough 
skins, fevers, headaches, absence 
from school, stories of sickness 
at home. Many of her conclu- 
sions will be mistaken, but the 
guard must sound the alarm even 
though the danger Is finally 
found to be imaginary.

man Matthew to cnoose Judas as 
the man best able to exert his talent 
as a financier. 


"In these days the tendency of ed- 
ucation is to deify the intellecutual. 
There are some colleges and some 
boards of education that do not seem. 
to consider at all the moral and spir- 
itual qualifications-of the applicants 
for a position as teacher. They con- 
si&<$r^siinpJ3r-=*an..-*uch--a- one-teach 
mathematics, English. ^Latin, etc. 


Grime or Educaton. 
"I -would rather have an ignoram- 
us teach my children, and Jbe s 
in character than one as~ wise as 
Solomon and as mean and ungodly 
a» the^devil. You can't be too care- 
ful the kind of teachers you put 
over your children in the schools and 
colleges of this country. 
The only 
reason for our public school system 
is the education of good citizens. 
That's "why the government appeals 
to you for 
taxes to support our 
schools, and yet an educated rascal 
is the worst kind of a rascal. One 
hind of an educated man can cure a 
pestilence, and yet another educated 
villain, like the McNamaras out in 


. California, can blow up a building. 
"Either the basis of education 
must be one of godliness instead of 
cold-blooded intellectuality, or our 
civilization is doomed. 
I am not 


speaking as a preacher, but as a 
prophet." 


Dr. Lyon then strengthened his 
argument by relating the history of 
a man serving a long term in the 
Pennsylvania state prison, who had 
spent three years in the Massachu- 
eetts Institute of Technology, sim- 
ply that he might become more pro- 
ficient as a bank robber. 
Another 


man. -in the Auburn penitentiary, 
considered by prominent psycholo- 
gists as a man of supreme shrewd- 
ness has spent his prison term, when 
not under 
close 
surveillance, in 
teaching youthful criminals to be 
more adept in their crimes. 
"Ju- 
das Iscariot had ability." comment- 
ed the evangelist, 'as well as intel- 
lectuality and culture—and yet he 
was the traitor." 


Judas a Bad Xatnre. 
• 


"Some one has said that 'Judas 
had an evil nature.'' said the speak- 
er. "But who has not? Away back 
in the ministry of Jesus he said that 
Judas was a devil and that Peter 
-was the prince .of devils. 
He cast 
seven devils out of Mary Magdalen. 
Don't tell me how good you are. 
If 


you know your* life as jou should 
know it. you will confess "that you 
have struggled in your own heart 
for supremacy over an evil nature." 
"Judas Iscariot was a traitor, bnt 


Judas alone in this? Have there 


feot he«* other* who hire h««» Ju«t 
a> guiKy of treason ae Judas was? 
Carlisle says the tendency of our 
civilization is to cast all honor on a 
few and all shame on others." 
euppose that one who knew every 
life in this building; could find hun- 
dreds, that before God, are just as 
guilty of 
treason 
against 
Jesus 


Christ as Judas was. We have them 
all about us in 
our civilisation: 
those who are indifferent, who are 
neutral. 
*40N9 
"I am told that there are ehurc 


members in this town, perhaps mem- 
bers of churches that are tn this 
campaign, that have never set their 
feet inside this tabernacle, and yet 
they are able bodied. I do not care 
what kind of man he is, in a cam- 
paign of this kind, between right 
and wrong, between heaven and hell 
a man who 
will stand off and he 


neutral and negative, is not a Chris- 
tian; he is as much a traitor to the 
cause of Christ as was Judas Is- 
cariot." 


Throws Mud at Wife. 


Dr. Lyon then likened such an at- 


titude to that of a man who would 
permit men to throw stones and mud 
at his wife or mother and then offer 
the excuse that 'he wasn't throw- 
ing any rocks or jomd at her,* "How 
long "could such a man live and do 
business in Newark? Neutral and 
negative! My friends, you can't do 
that in a great moral issue. Jesus 
said: 'He that is not with me is 
against me.' " 


"I do not fear the opposition of 
saloon keepers and bartenders of 
Newark," declared Dr. Lyon. "I do 
not fear those who have threatened 
my life and the 
lives of others. 


Never was the cause of Jesus harm- 
ed by open avowed antagonism. The 
great curses of Christianity today, 
and I wish I could have the ear of 
every citizen of Newark, is the neu- 
tral, indifferent 
church 
member 


that is unwilling to come out defi- 
nitely for God. 


"Judas Iscariots are all about us, 


betraying their Lord for a good deal 
less money than thirty pieces of sil- 
ver. 


Others are betraying the Master, 


claims the speaker, by putting other 
things ahead of Christ. Some say, 'I 
,will attend prayer meeting or the re- 
vival service if it does not 
conflict 


with my political, 
social and my 


financial plans. If it does, I can't go.' 


"You 
cannot put Christ in the sec- 


ond place. He deserves first place, 
and the man who will thrust his wife 
aside for the favor 
and 
smiles of 


other women—that man is a traitor 
to that wife; and so is the professed 
Christian who cares more for 
his 


lodge room, his politics and his pro- 
perty and money than he cares for 
Christ, the Son of God. 


"Xo matter what may be the cause 


of the betrayal, the result is always 
the same. Treason, as deSned by the 
constitution of the United States, Is 
fighting against one's own country, or 
giving encouragement to enemies of 
this country, and if you are living a 


_ questionable life and misrepresenting 
j Jesus before the world, then you are 
" encouraging the enemies of God. 


"Why did Judas betray his Lord? 


There are some that think that he 
was angry because Mary annointed 
her Lord with precious ointments. He 
thought that the money could be bet- 
ter used for the treasury that he was 
in charge of." Dr. Lyon compared 
this attitude to the position taken by 
a saloonkeeper while a tabernacle was 
being raised. The saloonkeeper grum- 
bled about the vast good that could 
be done with the money being spent in 
the tabernacle, "but he did not think 
of the "thousands of dollars that had 
been worse than wasted in the liquor 
business." 


Xever Mind Criticisms. 


"If you come out definitely for 
Jesus, some Judas Iscariot is going to 
criticise you." Dr. Lyon told of the 
scorn and pointed criticism that has 
already been heaped upon new con- 
verts after 
leaving the tabernacle 


meetings, and remarked, "You have 
Judas Iscariots right here in your own 
town, people who are following in the 
footsteps of that other traitor, who 
are betraying the Son of God every 
day, some of them for a glass of beer, 
less than thirty pieces ot silver."' 


"There are others that think that 
Judas was angry because Jesus re- 
proved him, and he wanted to get 
even. A lawyer in a crime always 
looks for the special motive. Judas 
had time to let his anger cool. The 
motive was not strong enough to have 
caused that wicked deed. Then, there 
is the ordinarily accepted excuse that 
Judas betrayed his Lord for money, 
but this doesn't seem sufficient 
be- 


cause any day Judas could have 
filched more than thirty pieces of sil- 
ver from the common purse that he 
carried, and he was too shrewd a 
financier to have cut off so quickly all 
hope of future gain."' 


Dr. Lyon found the true cause of 


the betrayal in Judas" pride and re- 
belliousness. He was anxious to have 
Jesus set up His kingdom on earth, 
and thought he would force matters 
by handing Jesus o»er to his enemies, 
when He would either have to ac- 
knowledge His inferior power or as- 
sume His promised kingship. If the 
latter proved the case, Judas would 
have taken the credit upon himself 
and asked for the secretaryship under 
the Master, or for the prime minister's 
position in the great kingly cabinet.

"What was Judas' rin? What is sin 


anyway? It in cboosiiig your way 
rather than God's. 
Salvation is 


choosing God's way rather than yours 
Judas did as he thought was best, not 
as God thought was best. 


"Judas did not realize the awful sin- 


fulness of sui. if someone had gone 
to him and said, 'you are going to be- 
tray our Lord,' Judas might have 
straightened up and said, 'You don't 
know me. I'M one of the most prom- 
incut church members in Juilea. If 
anybody is going to claim pre-emi- 
nence in that kingdom, I'm going to 
be,that one.' He would have been in- 
sulted and indignant" 


"Xo one becomes a sinner in a mo- 


ment. Away back in the life of Judas 
he had let some sin—envy, malice 
politics, etc., to take root in his life 
and grow, and the result was that a 
last it brought its deadly harvest- 


"Xd one can become a great sinner 


in such a short time. He lets some 
sin take root in his life, and won't Je 
loose of it and pretty soon there are 
os her sius and the life is doomed in 
despair. 


Are You a Traitor? 


"My friends, is there some sin that 


you love, some sin that has been chok- 
ing the channel of blessing and para- 
lyzing your moral and spiritual life 
that is keeping you from coming oui 
on the Lord's side? Give it up while 
you can for sins are too slight to be 
felt until they are too strong to be 
broken. Judas became a traitor be- 
cause he did not recognize the blight- 
ing, damning, deadly power of sin. 


"Judas did not comprehend the won 


derful forgiving love of Jesus. If he 
had met Jesus on his way to the 
judgment hall and asked for forgiTe- 
ness, wouldn't Christ have forgiven 
him? Of course he would have, but 
Judas thought he had gone too far. 


Dr. Lyon here interposed the Btorj 


of the conversion of the son of Major 
Whittle, the great evangelist. The 
youth was only turned from his rejec- 
tion of Christ when the eternal love 
of his parents was manifested on the 
day he was about to leave his home. 


"My friends;" he continued, would 


it not have been glorious if Judas had 
realized this wonderful forgiving love 
of Christ? If Judas had fallen at the 
feet of Jesus at Emraaus, after the 
resurrection, wouldn't Christ have for- 
given him? Of course He would have! 
And on the day of Pentecost, beside 
the backsliding, returned Peter would 
have stood the saved traitor, Judas Is- 
cariot, and told of the wonderful 3jve 
of Christ. 


The Devil's Excuses. 


"But Judas -bought that lie ha-1 


gone too far. The devil has two ex- 
cuses by which he gets souls. One 
is 'not 'endy >eu' and the oca;r "s, 
'-.co late' 


"Judas went out and threw down 


the thirty pieces of silver and hanged 
himself," said the evangelist, as he 
described, with supreme 
dramatic 


power, the 
manner in which the 


traitor fixed the noose about his neck, 
Ms headlong rush over the cliff and 
the terrible look of fear on his face 
when he crashed against the rocks 
below. 
And 
all through history 


liumanity has hissed the name of 
Judas with the serpent's hiss, and 
every soul in this audience, every 
soul in this city, is either going to 
t>e following- Jesus to glory or follow- 
ing- Judas Iscariot to hell. Which are 
you going to do?" 


And no more eloquent 
response 


could have heen made to this con- 
cluding query of the masterly sermon 
:han the dozen or more souls that 
came forward and expressed their be- 
lief and faith in the Christian 
life, 


and gave their Individual lives into 
the keeping of the Man of Galilee 


THE SIN OP WORRY. 
An audience of nearly a thousand 


persons heard Dr. Lyon's splendid dis- 
cussion of "The Sin of Worry, 
and 


the Gift of Peace" at the tabernacle 
jesterday afternoon, when the evan- 
gelist took as his text, John 14:27: 
'Peace I leave with you. my peace 
I give unto you; not as the* world 
;iveth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid." The sermon was preceded by 
an inspiring song service, during 
which Mrs. Grace Powell 
rendered 


'Peace, Peace, Wonderful Peace" in a 
manner that gave a full and new 
meaning to this message that has so 
!ong been a comfort to the'tried Chris- 
tian. Prof. Mitchell's song service 
ivas earnestly and eagerly participated 
ill by the men and women present, the 
favorite songs for the afternoon ser- 
vice being. "Take Time to "be Holy." 
'What^a Friend We Have in Jesus," 
'Tell it Wherever You Go," and "Oh, 
How You'll lk>ve Him,"—the real love 
;ong of the Lyon campaign: 


"There is too much of a tendency 


among Christian people to put off the 
jenefits and blessings of salvation to 
the life beyond this world," 
com- 


menced Dr. Lyon, as he related that 
n not a single testimony meeting has 
be fonnd a person who would put a 
value on the Christian life to the in- 
dividual right here and now. "And yet 
:here is no phase that is more import- 
ant than this one in giving peace to 
:he soul. The necessity for peace in 
the heart is fundamental. Without it 
:here can be no great influence or 
>ower. If the life is constantly frer 
.ed and worried and worn, there can 
not be that strength of soul to make 
:hat life of geat influence in impres- 
sing itself on its fellow men. There 
must be a consciousness ' of reserve 
power: the consciousness of what we 
can impress on others, on the opinions 
of others." 


Jt Wouldn't Grow. 


Dr. Lyon told of a tree given to his 


son, which failed to grow because the 
boy pulled it up every few days to 
see how the roots were getting along. 
"How many grown ups are just like 
children. There is such a thing as a 
morbid examination of self, becoming 
so disgusted with ourselves that we 
jjct worried and nervous, and we are 
of no value to oursehes or anvone 
else." 


"Peace is essential to happiness. 


There can be no joy in the life that 
is storm tossed. There must be calm- 
ness and repose. A physician tells me 
that we are living in an age of hys- 
teria. The patron saint of too many 
people is St. Vitus. Nervous trouble"! 


"How 
many people do you meet on 


the street that have unon their faces 
a look of contentment? Most of them 
nr? worried, fretted, disturbed; they 
tell us that insanity is increasing five 


time* a* raaMljr as the population, 
au4 w* MUtgeet that it can oe reni- 
died by cols* back to the simple life. 
But you cm*'t brh>g the rustic, rural 
eondltiou into our civilization. Our 
land te more complex in its develop- 
ment than It used to be. Lives are 
becoming mot* and more troubled 
and erowie*.** 


a >>r. Moody was to tiy the meth- 


ods today th*t he used twenty years 
ago he would make a flat failure of 
his evangelism." said Dr. Lyon. "Peo- 
ple are eftucteg and w« have to 
adapt ounelvt* to conditions. You 
cannot go hack to the environment ol 
our fathers, mothers or our grand- 
parent*." 


'•What »re we to do? Here is the 
stress and clamor of our modern civil- 
ization? We muM find some method 
by which we can get repose in the 
midst of tn* intensity of the times. 
It's either that our civilization is 
doomed. 
We 
have a problem big 


enough h*re for anybody; not rest 
from toll but reet iu toil'" " 


"The world thinks that 
pleasure 


will bring 
peace," continued 
the 
speaker, "and ao we find society rush- 
ing here and 
ther<^-espe^iallv the 


women. Women are harder to reach 
for Christ than the men, because the 
aveiage woman, ia these days, wants 
to get a little ahead of her neighbor, 
and she is running from party to ball 
and from ball to bridge and matinees 
—and thinks »he is ha\ing peace. 


After the Society Women. 


"I'd like to get all the society wo- 


men of Newark here and have a nice 
brother and sifter talk with them and 
tell them what slaves they are. Of all 
the slavery the world has ever known, 
slavery to fashion is the most worry- 
ing and binding. 


"Many people think that by culture 


they will get peace, hut they" don't. It 
only aggravates 
the 
matter. The 


greater the culture the more it shows 
your feelings and the more you will 
realize 
your discouragements 
and 
failures. 


"Others think that by travel they 


can find peace. If they can just go 
away from home to Palm Beach or 
Santiago, for -tKe winter, or up into 
the Thousand Islands for the summer, 
they'll be all 
right. Do 
they get 


peace? If yqu could leave yourself at 
home when you went on a vacation 
you might get peace, but you have 
to take yourself 
niih you wherever 
you go! 


"The secret of peace is not a mat- 
ter of environment 
It is a manner 


of the inner life, and like the ghost 
of Macbeth, the ghost of the old self 
will appear at, the brightest banquet 
and will not "down. 


"Some people'think that 
elegant 
surroundings wfll bring peace—ele- 
gant houses,, fine carriages and splen- 
did furniture. . 'But I am sure that if 
you do your own* work you are busy, 
and the more maids and help you have 
in your home the more busy you are. 


"Others have a new patent method 


for finding peace; they are denying 
the facts of existence," criticised * the 
speaker, training his firing apparatus 
on Eddyism. "They are trying to 
make black appear as white and white 
as black. If you have a thorn, in your 
hand make yourself believe there is 
no thorn there.'-5*- Dr. Lyon reminded 
his audience of th'e little boy who was 
afraid of some goats in a pasture. 
His mother, a Christian Scientist, told 
him to "believe that there was no 
goat there," to which little Johnny 
replied, that "the goat didn't know he 
was a Christian Scientist." 


Foils the Scientists. 


"You can't laugh the ca&e out of 


court "that way." 'said the evangelist. 
"There is undoubtedly a great deal of 
truth in the influence of mind over 
the body, but that isn't religion, and 
to -make it a religion is an absolute 
absurdity." 


"In contrast, look at Christ's tray. 


He says: 'My peace I leave with you.' 
He first creates in the heart a spirit 
of humility. It is because we inflate 
our social, financial and 
spiritual 


stock, because v.-e Inflate the baloon 
of self with hydrogen gas of our own 
importance, that we get discouraged 
when someone in the world pricks the 
bubble and it bursts. We need more 
d. d."s—down-in-tbe-dusts—for Jesus. 
It is a great deal better~to make your- 
self of no reputation than to have 
someone else do it. Its better to have 
humility than humiliation. 


"We get peace by consciousness ot 


forgiveness from sin. If you arc still 
stingy, lazy and indifferent to 
the 


salvation of others, -if you are cranky 
and cross and peevish, you find no 
peace. You may belong to a dozen 
churches and profess holiness, but you 
are not wnat you ought to be. Jesus 
strikes at the very root of discontent 
—which is sin. 


"We are not asked to make peace 


with God. On Calvary's cross, Jesus 
said 'it is finished,' and in the second 
chapter ~of Ephesians, we see that 
'Christ by his d«>ath broke down the 
barriers between God and man,' there- 
fry making peace. You are not called 
upon to make p^ace; but you are called 
upon to take peace. Peace has al- 
ready been made, and when you get 
lac consciousness of salvation 
from 


sin, there will come a peace that you 
did not have before. 


Don't Get Xervons. 


"We can get peace by trusting In 
od," continued Dr. Lyon. "I cannot 


understand ho^ it is that people are 
Breaking down, in a nervous condi- 
tion, from Christian work. I have 
heard of some ;.eople ia evangelistic 
work that have to take opiates to 
make them sleep. When I have to take 
opiates or anjihing else to make me 
sleep, I'll be willing to 
quit this 


work. If the Lord has work for jou 
to do, he will give you strength to 
do It. How are jou going to get that 
confidence? By an implicit faith 
in 
Jesns." 


Dr. Lyon said that his ideal life 


was not the life of an oyster. "Some 
people are so sluggish 
they 
never 


seem to be more than 
half awake. 


They are alway? tired and never get 
any vim in their life. Tney should be 
ntense, but 
we should also have 


calmness, that calmness that Jesus 
Jas left with us. 


"The trouble with the disciples was 
hat they had an idea that if Jesus 
was in that boat, they would have ev- 
erything quiet and calm. That's the 
way a great many people in these days 
ook at the Christian life. 


"The Christian life is a hard life. 


t's always been a hard life. It's a 
struggle for me every day, and I have ]
